Completed  and  dedicated  in  May  2007,  the  Carmen  Culpeper  Chappell 
'59  Centennial  Campanile  is  funded  and  dedicated  by  the  Chappell  family.    The 
person  from  whom  it  receives  its  name  was  a  devoted  member  of  the  class  of 
1959  and  passed  away  after  a  fight  with  breast  cancer.   She  is  forever 
remembered  in  not  only  the  name  of  the  campanile  but  also  in  on  inscription  on 
one  of  the  four  bells  inside.    It  is  a  French  phrase  which  translates  into, 
"Mother/Lita,  speak  to  us  and  inspire  us  forever  through  these  bells.    We  love  you. 
Eric,  Dora,  Jennifer,  Doug,  Nicole,  Naomi  and  Drew."    Another  bell  was  inscripted 
to  celebrate  the  Centennial  and  reads,  "University  of  Mary  Washington 
Centennial  2008." 

The  bells  were  first  heard  when  the  ribbon  was  cut  in  May,  signifying  the 
beginning  of  the  Centennial.    They  are  now  heard  everyday  at  12  and  6  p.m. 

With  the  completion  of  the  campanile,  a  new  tradition  has  been  born.    Each 
graduating  class  now  passes  under  the  campanile  on  their  graduation  day, 
signifying  their  transformation  from  students  to  alumni.

The  bill  was  signed  on  March  14,  1908,  establishing  a  State  Nornrxal  and 
Industrial  School  for  Women  at  Fredericksburg.   Three  years  later,  the  school 
began  its  first  academic  session  with  110  students  enrolled.   Since  then,  the  school 
has  changed  names  four  times  and  has  seen  many  different  students  walk  among 
its'  changing  brick  orchitecture  and  blooming  cherry  trees.    100  years  after  tfie 
signing  of  that  bill,  Founders  Day  was  celebrated  on  March  14,  2008. 

Old  and  new  students  gathered  with  faculty,  staff  and  guests  to  celebrate 
the  birth  of  the  University  and  the  rich  history  surrounding  it.   Virginia  Governor 
Timothy  Koine  and  historian  David  McCullough  spoke  at  the  ceremony  field  in 
Dodd  Auditorium.    O'Connor  Goolrick  Ashby,  grandson  of  Delegate  OComor 
Goolrick,  also  spoke,  focusing  on  his  grandfather,  the  original  founder  of  the 
school. 

Centennial  events  were  held  all  year,  with  lectures  and  forums  taking  place 
during  Founder's  Week.    The  Centennial  Boll  was  held  in  Palmeri  Plaza  and  the 
Great  Hall  a  few  hours  after  the  Founder's  Day  ceremony.

\ugust  28,  1963,  Martin  Luther  King,  Jr.  addressed  250,000  peaple 
while  standing  on  the  steps  of  the  Lincoln  Memorial.    He  told  them  about  a  dream 
that  he  had  for  the  future  of  our  nation.   That  dream  has  been  carried  on  in  the 
hearts  of  millions  and  his  legacy  is  celebrated  on  Jan.  21  nation-wide. 

MLK  Jr.'s  dream  became  a  reality  at  UMW  in  1964  when  a  policy  of 
desegregation  was  formally  approved.

In  celebration  of  MLK  Jr.,  students  dedicated  an  entire  week  to  him 
beginning  with  January  21.    Many  speakers  addressed  the  campus  community  and 
spoke  about  the  future  of  the  civil  rights  movement.

Class  Council  is  continually  striving  to  add  new 
events  each  year  and  is  committed  to  ensuring  that 
students  have  fun  and  moke  lasting  memories  while 
participating  in  the  University's  traditions.    They  ore  a 
Student  Government  Association  organization.

This  synchronized  swimming  team  is  the  oldest 
club  at  the  university.   Througfxxjt  all  of  the  years 
together,  the  team  has  been  building  tfieir  team  tfrough 
lots  of  hard  work  dedication,  and  of  course,  having  fun 
The  collective  team  is  built  of  swimmers  who  ore  both 
new  to  the  sport  os  well  as  those  who  have  been 
swimming  both  synchronized  as  well  as  competitive 
swimming  for  years.     This  yeor  the  team  competed  in 
three  dual  meets  including  the  South  Zone  Regional 
competition  at  George  Mason.   The  most  impressive  of 
which  was  the  U.S.  Collegeiate  Nationals  at  Ohio  State 
University  against  competitive  NCAA  Division  I  varsity 
athletes.    Due  to  oil  of  their  hard  work  and  dedication  to 
the  rigorous  training  and  practices  they  perforTTed 
stunningly  and  come  out  at  17th  in  the  nation  for 
synchronized  swimming  teams.    In  addition,  the  Terrapins 
hosted  both  a  Foil  and  a  Spring  water  s^w. 
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Founded  in  2006,  Club  Tennis  is  a  co-ed  sports 
club  that  allows  members  to  ploy  at  both  competitive  and 
noncompetitive  levels.    The  club  is  one  of  the  top  five 
division  III  tennis  clubs  and  one  of  the  top  60  tennis  clubs 
in  the  nation. 

The  club  consisting  of  over  50  members,  practices 
three  times  a  week  in  Fall  and  Spring  and  once  a  week 
during  the  Winter.

It  is 
not  necessary  to  bring  equipment  to  ^■^e  d^gc  ce  3;  *^e 
club  offers  rental  equipment  and  tips  on  purchasing  new 
equipment. 
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Founded  in  1911,  the  UMW  Gun  Club  is  comprised 
of  o  small  group  of  dedicated  people  who  range  in  skill 
from  the  seasoned  shooter  to  the  novice  who  has  never 
held  a  gun  before.  The  mission  of  the  Gun  Club  is  to 
carry  on  the  proud  traditions  of  the  shooting  sports  while 
introducing  new  shooters  to  the  sport  and  teaching  safe 
firearms  techniques. 

This  year,  the  Gun  Club  spent  a  lot  of  time  at  the 
range  shooting  in  a  safe,  friendly  environment. 

Yarn  Works  is  one  of  the  many  new  clubs  on 
campus.   The  club  focuses  on  hand  crafting  pieces  that  will 
be  donated  to  various  local  organizations  in  need.    This 
year,  with  help  from  OSACS,  the  club  donated 
handmade  scarves  and  hats  to  the  local  Head  Start 
program.   They  also  focused  on  teaching  members  knitting 
during  the  first  semester  and  crocheting  during  the  second. 
The  club  picks  a  new  organization  each  year  and  holds 
two  fundraisers  in  order  to  create  donations  for  the 
organization  in  need. 
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The  Asian  Student  Associaticxi  works  diligently 
thiroughout  the  year  in  order  to  promote  Askn  culfure  dl 
over  the  Mary  Washington  campus.   Although  not  the 
only  club  on  campus  promoting  ethnic  diversity,  the  ASA 

is  one  of  the  most  active  on  campus. 

This  year,  the  ASA  went  Ice  Skating,  watched  the 
comedic  film  the  Grace  Lee  Project  and  went  to  the 
annual  Cherry  Blossom  Festival  in  D.C..   Their  biggest 
event  of  the  fall  semester  was  Asian  culture  week  end 
Taste  of  Asia.  Throughout  the  week,  the  Asian  Student 
Association  hod  multiple  performances  and  shows 
including  dancing,  singing  and  a  fashion  show  exhibiting 
different  types  of  Asian  culture. 

Some  of  the  ASA  members  also  participated  in  the 
ECAASU  (East  Coast  Asian  American  Student  Union)  at 
Cornell  University.  While  there,  members  got  to  hear  from 
Gary  Y.  Gkihiro  an  international  and  public  affairs 
professor  at  Columbia  University,  writer  Jeff  Chang, 
Becky  Lee,  and  Survivor  winner  Yul  Kwon. 
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The  Young  Democrats  ore  everywhere,  both  on 
campus  and  off.   They  spent  the  year  rallying  for  Warner, 
Clinton  and  Obama  amongst  others. 

Members  went  to  both  the  Celebrate  Virginia 
Gala  in  Washington,  D.C.  and  the  Jefferson  &  Jackson 
dinner  in  Richmond.    They  also  held  a  Buffalo  Wild  Wings 
fundraiser  and  a  Dress-Like-a-Republican  party. 

Perhaps  the  biggest  thing  on  campus  and  in  the 
community  was  when  the  Young  Democrats  brought  Bill 
Clinton  on  campus  to  speak  about  his  wife's  campaign. 
Hundreds  lined  up  to  see  Clinton  speak  in  the  Great  Hall 
on  Feb.  11  with  many  choosing  to  forgo  class  to  see  the 
former  President. 

The  Great  Hall  exceeded  its'  capacity  and  many 
people  were  forced  to  stand  outside  or  watch  a  Live 
feed  offered  on  the  televisions  in  the  Wash  Room  inside 
Woodord. 

Highlights  of  the  speech  were  also  broadcast  on 
several  news  outlets  including  the  Free-Lance  Star. 
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The  College  Republicans  are  a  fixture  both  on 

campus  and  off.   They  bring  Republican  cardidates  to 
campus  for  speeches  and  they  also  volunteer  at  several 

events  off  campus. 

This  year  the  College  Republicans  volunteered  for 
several  functions  including  a  fundraiser  for  Virginias 
Attorney  General  Bob  McDonnell  and  Speaker  of  the 
House  of  Virginia  Delegates  Bill  Howell's  annual  BBO. 
Members  also  porticipoted  in  rallies  for  John  McCain 
and  Rob  Whitman.

We  Stand. 
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Community  Outreach  and  Resources  (COAR)  is  a 
student  run  organization  which  focuses  on  volunteering  in 
the  local  communities.    The  staff  consists  of  three  members 
that  are  responsible  for  more  than  twenty  different 
programs  that  the  club  is  involved  with  including  tutoring, 
working  with  the  homeless,  Moi^e  A  Difference  Day  and 
building  homes. 

This  year,  the  club  hosted  the  annual  Moke  A 
Difference  Day  during  the  weekend  before  Halloween. 
The  event,  which  draws  in  local  children,  featured  campus 
trick-or-treoting,  arts  and  crofts  and  community  service 
proiects.   The  club  also  hosted  Alternative  Spring  Breok  in 
New  York  with  student  volunteers  spending  their  week 
building  homes  with  Habitat  for  Humanity. 

Throughout  the  Fall  semester,  COAR  collected  shoe 
boxes  filled  with  toys  and  other  items  which  were 
donated  to  needy  children  for  Christmos.    Mony  of  the 
club's  events  focus  on  children  and  their  needs,  making 
COAR  a  great  organization  to  join. 
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The  Mary  Washington  cfx^pter  of  Circle  K 
Int-ernotional  is  part  of  the  largest  international  college 
organization  in  the  world,  focusing  on  service,  leadership 
and  felloz/ship.   Members  worl^  on  bettering  t^e  world 
by  participating  in  community  service  with  a  special 
emphasis  on  helping  children. 

This  year,  the  chapter  held  a  service  festival  in 
Virginia  Hall  where  participants  mode  coloring  books  for 
underprivileged  children,  wrote  letters  to  soldiers, 
wrapped  candy  bars  for  the  American  Corxrer  Society 
and  mode  cords  for  sick  children.   They  olso  held  several 
kickball  tournaments  to  raise  money  for  the  local  Boys 
and  Girls  Club  and  attended  the  American  Cancer 
Society  s  Making  Strides  Against  Breast  Cancer  event  in 
DC. 

Anyone  is  encouraged  to  join  the  club.   The  only 
requirement  for  membership  is  that  all  members  must  pay 
their  yearly  dues  to  the  club.    T^^e  dues  o'e  paid  with 
money  and  also  hours  of  fundraising. 
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Students  Helping  Honduras  is  a  non-profit  group 
dedicated  to  improving  the  quality  of  life  for  people  living 
in  the  city  of  El  Progreso,  Honduras.   Club  members 
fundraise  while  also  sending  groups  of  volunteers  to 
Honduras  several  times  o  year.  Currently,  SHH  works  with 
the  Copprome  orphanage,  the  village  of  Villa  Soleada 
and  the  Por  Venir  school. 

Every  Spring,  Students  Helping  Honduras  hosts  o 
Walkothon  on  the  Mary  Washington  campus,  drawing 
thousands  of  people  to  participate.  The  cause  for  2008  is 
a  scholarship  fund  for  the  more  thon  60  young  women 
living  at  the  Copprome  orphanage.  SHH  hopes  to  raise 
$500,000  for  this  endeavor.  Notably,  the  group  was 
involved  in  the  Global  Giving  Challenge  through  Parade 
magazine  in  late  January,  winning  close  to  $80,000  for 
their  organization. 

Griginolly  created  at  Mary  Washington,  SHH  has 
now  expanded  to  include  more  than  ten  collegiate 
chapters. 
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The  UMW  chapter  of  Invisibb  Children  is 
commitied  to  supporting  the  goals  of  the  national 
non-profit,  Invisible  Children,  whidi  foojses  on  assisting  the 

war  torn  country  of  Uganda. 

This  year,  the  chopter  entered  into  the  SdxxDk  for 
Schools  program  which  means  that  every  dollar 
fundroised  went  to  rebuilding  the  Lacor  Secondary  SdxxJ 
in  Northern  Uganda  which  hod  been  badly  dannaged  by 
the  ongoing  civil  war.    In  order  to  raise  the  money  for  the 
school,  the  chapter  held  several  events  including  a  Date 
Auction,  which  raised  close  to  $3000  ond  a  Volenparty 
for  Valentines  Day. 

The  chapter  also  brought  awareness  to  compus 
with  their  Campaign  X  event.    The  wall  in  front  of  Lee 
Hall  was  painted  with  text  about  the  problems  in 
Northern  Uganda  and  143  students  wore  white  shirts  witfi 
black  X's  on  them  representing  the  numbe'  o*  oeopb  that 
die  each  day  in  Ugandan  displacement  comps.   S^^oe'^'s 
were  shocked  to  see  such  a  powerful  eyomob.

Students  Educating  and  Empowering  for  Diversity 
(SEED)  works  hard  promoting  diversity  in  all  aspects  of 
campus  life  through)  education  and  activism.    This  year,  the 
club  addressed  issues  dealing  with  racism,  gender 
identities  and  the  upcoming  election.    They  also  worked 
hard  hosting  events  like  the  annual  SEED  Cross-Culturol 
BBQ  and  a  Town  Hall  dealing  with  the  Jefferson  Hall 
incident.    Over  300  people  attended  the  event  where 
they  could  voice  their  concerns  in  relation  to  the  incident. 

Mortar  Board  is  a  notional  honor  society  that 
recognizes  college  seniors  for  excellence  in  the  areas  of 
scholarship,  leadership  and  service.   Students  that  are 
eligible  for  membership  are  invited  into  initiation  during 
their  Junior  year.    Once  initiated  into  the  society,  members 
participate  in  proiects  that  focus  on  giving  back  to  the 
community.    This  year,  the  members  of  Mortar  Board 
worked  together  volunteering  their  time  at  the  local  food 
bonk,  reading  to  children  in  local  elementary  schools,  and 
helping  with  blood  drives  on  campus. 
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The  purpose  of  the  Block  Student  Association  is  to 
educate  UMW  and  the  surrounding  community  about 
African  American  history,  culture  ond  experiences.   The 
BSA  is  diverse  and  aims  to  estoblish  open  communication 
with  people  of  all  cultures  about  issues  involving  the  black 
community. 

The  BSA  attended  the  National  Block  Student 
Leadership  Development  Conference  ord  various  lectures 
throughout  the  year.   They  also  held  their  annual  Step 
Show,  in  which  various  Step  Teams  competed  ogoinst 
each  other  providing  entertainment  to  both  students  on 
campus  and  to  members  of  the  surrounding  comminity.
